Mount Hamilton, California, 
January 3, 1922. 
Four comets were discovered in the year 1921 : 

1. An unexpected comet was discovered on March 13 by Mr. Wm. 
Reid at Rondebosch, South Africa. 

2. The return of the Pons-Winnecke Comet was observed by Pro- 
fessor E. E. Barnard at Yerkes Observatory on April 10. 

3. An unexpected comet was discovered by Professor D. Duhiago at 
Kasan, Russia, on April 24. 

4. Encke's periodic comet was observed by Mr. J. F. Skjellerup and 
Mr. Wm. Reid at Cape Town, South Africa, on July 27. 

An object observed at Mount Hamilton at sunset, August 7, 1921, by 
Capt. Eddie V. Rickenbacher, Major Reed Chambers and Mrs. Chambers, 
Prof. Henry Norris Russell, Mrs. Campbell and Director Campbell may 
have been an unexpected comet. The same object may have been observed 
by Mr. S. Fllowes at Wolverhampton, England, and by Lieutenant Day 
and others at Ferndown, England, a few hours earlier on the same eve- 
ning. Inasmuch as the object was not subsequently observed, its cometary 
character cannot be asserted, and the committee does not list it as one of 
the comets of the year. 

In accordance with the statutes the Donohoe Comet Medal of the 
Society has been awarded to Mr. Reid and to Professor Dubiago.
